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SAYS RESERVE IS TRUST FOND 


DISPUTED POINT IN LITIGATION 





Suit Brought Against Stockholders of De- 
funct Traders Hangs on the Status 
of the Reinsurance Reserve 





The much-debated question as _ to 
whether the reinsurance reserve of a fire 
insurance company can be used to pay 
losses will be decided in a suit brought 
against the stockholders of the defunct 
Traders of Chicago in the federal court 
at Chicago on behalf of Smith, Cullom 
& Co. of Birmingham, Ala., who were 
the agents of the company. The Chi- 
cago attorney, who is bringing the suit 
and who has given much time during 
the last few weeks in studying the issues 
that will arise in connection with it, is 
I. H. Sample. 

The complainants state that they have 
been forced to pay out $10,000 of their 
own money in return premiums due to 
policies that have been canceled. 

Reserve Is a Trust Fund 

The point made by the complainants is 
that the reinsurance reserve is a trust 
fund set aside for specific purpose and 
cannot be used in the payment of losses 
while it is held as a liability. The rein- 
surance reserve, according to the peti- 
tion filed, belongs exclusively to the ex- 
isting policyholders and under the con- 
tract a policy cannot be canceled without 
the payment of return premiums. 

The :complainants in this case ask 
that the reinsurance reserve of the 
Traders, amounting to $1,500,000, which 
is in the hands of the State Bank of 
Chicago as receiver, be set aside and a 
new receiver appointed for the reserve to 
be handled on account of the unburned 
policyholders. 

Say Illegal Dividends Were Paid 

Another point made by the attorney is 
that unlawful dividends have been paid 
to the stockholders. The laws of Illinois 
restrict the dividends of fire companies 
to 10 percent after the reserve has been 
put up in full. The claim is made that 
sufficient reserve has not been set aside 
by the company. 

The charge is made that some of the 
stockholders conspired to have a_ re- 
ceiver appointed in order to escape theit 
liability. , 

The attorney for the complainants 
takes the ground that the unburned 
policyholders are entitled to have their 
claims paid for return premiums from 
the reserve before any part of the re- 
serve is turned over to the fire sufferers. 
Attorney Sample contends that the fire 
sufferers have plenty of redress through 
the unlimited liability law of California, 
which he declares can be enforced on 
foreign corporations. 

Will Go to Highest Court 

The whole disputed point regarding 
the settlement of the reinsurance reserve 
will be brought up in this suit according 
to Attorney Sample. He has given sev- 
eral weeks’ thought and study to the legal 
phases of the question and it is under- 
stood that back of the suit there are large 
interests that want to see the matter 
taken to the highest court. 

Mr. Sample has given considerable at- 
tention to insurance law and is now the 
attorney for some of the life and cas- 
ualty companies. He feels confident of 
the ultimate triumph on part of his 
clients and declares that when the 
case comes to trial, the directors and

PEOPLE TAKING A SANER VIEW 


CLAIMANTS NOT SO PUGNACIOUS 








Unlimited Liability Law of California Is 
Not Being Used to Force a Higher 
Settlement Basis 





San Francisco, Sept. 5.—(Special Cor- 
respondence,)—The people here have 
awakened to the fact that the unlimited 
liability statute is very much of a dream, 
interesting to talk about and to speculate 
on but something that cannot be enforced. 

When Thomas Bates, the Chicago at- 
tormey, came here and suggested to 
Traders’ claimants that he would be able 
to make a settlement with them on a 65 
percent basis, if all would agree, he 
was hooted out of court. Mr. Bates was 
sent here by a coterie of wealthy stock- 
holders who were willing to contribute 
enough to the assets to make a 65 per- 
cent settlement. It was an offer that 
should have been accepted at once. 

Vaporings of a Wind Bag 

Our pompous and inflated insurance 
commissioner, urged claimants to reject 
the offer because the personal liability 
law could be enforced and the wealthy 
stockholders, he contended, would be 
forced to disgorge. All would get a full 
settlement, Mr. Wolf assured them. 

If Mr. Bates should come here now 
and offer 50 percent, it would be ac- 
cepted. Evidently Mr. Bates’ clients saw 
the Traders’ creditors here were not will- 
ing to listen to reason. They rejected 
with scorn the offer and hence the stock- 
holders bade them farewell and kept 
their proffered contribution. 

While some attorneys contend the Cali- 
fornia law will hold water yet no person 
or set of persons seems willing to force 
the issue. It would mean long, compli- 
cated and expensive litigation with too 
many chances in the ultimate result. 

As a matter of curiosity I should be 
pleased to see a test case carried to the 
end, but, although I have made extensive 
inquiry, I see no indication of any pro- 
ceedings in sight. 

People Take a Saner View 

As time has rolled on and our people 
have had opportunity to think and fore- 
cast results, they are more willing to 
take a sane view. They realize that there 
is a limit to the loss paying capacity of 
some companies. Figure up their liabil- 
ity and the funds that can be mustered 
to meet it. It is then not difficult to see 
just what percentage can be paid. In 
some cases, stockholders have added to 
the funds. ‘in 

Occupy Two Positions } 

The difficulty has been for our people 
to get accurate information as to the loss 
paying capacity because some of them 
would be bankrupt according to their 
own figures at adjusting headquarters 
and yet out in distant fields where they 
were scurrying for premiums, they would 
show fair surpluses. What were we to 
believe? What basis should be taken? 
Could one set of figures be used when 
it came to adjustments and another used 
in pushing for business? It has taken 
time, therefore, to get one’s proper bear- 
ings, but gradually claimants are finding 
just about what they can reasonably ex- 
pect. 

The compromise agreed to by the 
powerful Hibernia Bank with the Ger- 
man of Freeport on a 60 percent basis 
is an index of a modified sentiment. The

COMPANY’S CLAIMS FOR THEM 





Marylarfd Casualty Now Has a Set of Con- 
tracts Which It Believes a Great 
Advance Over Predecessors 





The Maryland Casualty has issued a 
new set of liability policies named by it 
the “Perfect” form, which for simplicity 
and fairness to the assured it believes 
are in advance of anything heretofore 
issued by any company. The following 
is the company’s comment on them: 

When a man buys a liability insurance 
policy he assumes that he is protected by 
it against loss resulting from any occur- 
rence such as that kind of a policy con- 
templates. He seldom reads his policy. 
Therefore, he is unaware of the condi- 
tions it contains. So it happens, in many 
instances, that when he sustains a loss 
or is threatened with one, he learns for 
the first time that he is precluded from 


the benefits of his policy because of its } 


conditions or of his failure to comply 
with them. 
Reasons for Conditions 

Those conditions which are found in 
every insurance policy issued prior to this 
writing by any company, have been in- 
cluded for these reasons, chiefly: 

First—Because they always have been. 

Second—Because the insurance com- 
panies have believed it necessary to pro- 
tect themselves against unjust claims on 
the part of the policyholder. 

Third—Because the purpose of insur- 
ance companies has been to exclude cer- 
tain factors or features of hazard believ- 
ing the premiums charged to be inade- 
quate to take care of the losses occa- 
sioned by those factors or features. 

Bad Effects Resulting 

The inclusion of these conditions in 
the policy forms has resulted in frequent 
litigation between policyholders and com- 
panies, the former claiming that certain 
occurrences were covered and the latter 
denying the claim. These lawsuits have 
terminated sometimes for the plaintiff 
and sometimes for the defendant, but, 
however the decision of the courts may 
have been, the frequency of this class 
of litigation has probably contributed 
more largely than any other cause to 
the prevalent disposition of the public, 
a& plainly manifested by the public’s leg- 
islative and executive representatives, to 
regard insurance companies as_peculiarly 
requiring to be watched, restricted, con- 
trolled, taxed and generally policed. The 
recent life insurance scandals have only 
emphasized in the minds of most people 
the conviction previously held. That 
Stich a disposition is essentially unfair 
and without good ground is true, but it 
exists just the same. Growing out of 
‘these facts there has come a demand now 
and again for a simple, direct form of 
insurance policy that will say clearly and 
in the fewest words consistent with com- 
pleteness of expression. “The company 
accepts your premium money and in re- 
turn for it insures you fully against this 
kind of loss.” 


Answers to Objections 
Having given this demand full con- 
sideration, we believe it reasonable and 
are prepared to comply with it literally. 
* There is some measure of 
respect always due to established usage; 
and when the time has come to abolish it, 
it is proper to state why its time honored 
hold is broken. Reverting to the rea- 
sons stated heretofore for the existence 
of the form of policy which has been in 
amiversal use, we believe that the first 
one may be disposed of with a word. 
While custom entitles a method to re- 
spect and to continuance until something 
better is found, the mere fact that it is 
a custom should not be permitted to 
stand for a moment against good rea- 
sons for a change. 
Majority of People Honest 
As to the second reason, its essence is 
that the whole body of policyholders 
must be dealt with zs though they intend

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GENERAL NEWS FROM FRISCO 


PEOPLE GET DOWN TO BUSINESS 





General Disposition Is to Accept Compro- 
mise Settlements Rather Than Sue or 
Force Companies Into Bankruptcy 





San Francisco, Sept. 5.—(Special.)— 
The Royal has purchased from Andrew 
McCreery a site on Sansome street ad- 
joining a former purchase at the corner 
of Pine, which will give the company 
a site 60 by 87 feet on which it will erect 
a modern office building. The property 
which was purchased by Rolla V. Watt, 
Pacific Coast manager of the Royal is 
24 feet by 87 feet. The price averaged 
$5,000 a foot,an advance over prices in 
the same district before the fire. Mr. 
Watt says that a first-class office build- 
ing will be erected on the site. The 
first floor is to be occupied jointly by the 
Royal and Queen. 


San Francisco, Sept. 5.—(Special.)—A 
majority of the policyholders of the Mil- 
waukee Mechanics in San Francisco have 
agreed to accept the settlement of the 
company under the safety fund law. 
Already $500,000 has been paid and pay- 
ments are begun on the second $500,000. 
Attorney T. W. Spence is in charge of 
the matter. The company’s representa- 
tives here claim that 65 percent of the 
claimants have agreed to the compromise 
settlement of 70 percent. There are 
some that are holding out, claiming that 
they wish to send a committee to Mil- 
waukee to investigate conditions. 


San Francisco, Sept. 5.—(Special.)— 
General Agent C. H. Ward of the Ger- 
man of Freeport says the company will 
resume adjustment work and payment of 
losses as soon as it is ascertained 
whether a majority of the claimants will 
agree to a 60 percent basis. The suspen- 
sion was ordered Aug. 24. Mr. Ward 
says that ‘fully 40 percent of the Ger- 
man’s liability amounting to $2,000,000 
has been met. Furthermore, he states 
that the company does not want to sacri- 
fice its securities by forcing them on the 
market. 

According to Chairman S. M. Van 
Wyck of the German Policyholders As- 
sociation, the gross liability of the Ger- 
man and German National is $5,595,743. 
The- companies, he says, have paid up 
to date $1,840,000 on a 50 and 60 percent 
basis. 

San Francisco, Sept. 5.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—Even the Examiner 
has ceased for the moment to view the 
insurance situation with blue glasses. It 
emerges with a two-column review on 
the insurance situation with the astonish- 
ing admission for it, that, on the whole, 
the atmosphere is clearing, a large 
amount of money has been paid claim- 
ants, most companies deserve credit and 
the prophesied failures have not ma- 
terialized. 

The people now are getting down to 
business and counting the cost. The out- 
come with relation to the German of 
Freeport and Milwaukee Mechanics 
show that the people feel it is wiser to 
take what they can get than jeopardize 
their interests. 

Security of Baltimore’s Position 

_It is claimed that the Security of Bal- 
timore proposes to contest the claims of 
San Francisco policyholders on two 
points: First, the company itself pro- 
poses to deny liability under an earth- 
quake clause in its policies which is 
similar to that upon which the North 
German of Hhmburg and the North 
German of New York have declined to 
settle with their creditors; second, there 
are outside losses amounting to between 
$50,000 and $60,000, claimants upon which 
demand to be preferred against their 
San Francisco brethren on the ground 
that in the case of the latter there is 
unsettled questions as to legal liability. 

North German of New York’s Plea 

The North German of New York is 
Proposing to its claimants that they agree 
to the company distributing its assets 
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pro rata without expense to them rather 
than have the company put in a re- 
ceiver’s hands. Its attorneys say the 
earthquake clause will relieve the com- 
pany of liability but the directors are 
willing to give the claimants what funds 
are on hand. ; 

The company declares that its stock- 
holders are exempt from personal lia- 
bility on account of losses in San 
Francisco. The following is a clause 
in its policy form: 

It is nestey expressly agreed and de- 
clared, and the true intent and meaning 
hereof is, that the capital stock and funds 
of the company shall alone be answerable 
to the demands thereon under this policy, 
and that no member or stockholder of this 
company shall be subject or liable to any 
demands against this company upon any 
account or pretense whatsoever, beyond 
his share of the capital stock or funds of 
this company, anything contained in this 
policy to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Working on the Firemans Fund 

A committee has been appointed by the 
‘Policyholders League to investigate the 
assets of the Firemans Fund and Home 
F. & M. and to dispose of them at the 
best advantage. In the meantime the 
officers of the Firemans Fund are work- 
ing hard to get sufficient support of 
claimants to enable the former to put 
through their scheme for settlement of 
claims and save the old company. The 
work of getting signatures has been ham- 
pered because the Policyholders League 
delayed in appointing its committee. 

Stock As Part Settlement 

The method of settlement which has 
been agreed to so far by holders of poli- 
cies amounting to over $2,000,000, pro- 
vides for the payment of one-half the 
amount of claims in cash, stock in the 
Firemans Fund Insurance Company to be 
taken in payment of the other half. This 
stock, which has a par value of $100 a 
share, is to be taken at a valuation of 
$500 a share. A misconception exists in 
some quarters that holders of policies for 
$1,000 or under are exempted from sign- 
ing this agreement, and that the inten- 
tion is to pay their claims in full in cash. 
The plan of accepting half the amount of 
claims in stock applies at present to all 
policyholders, small as well as large, and 
some $1,000 policyholders have signed 
the agreement, it is stated. 

It is provided that the agreement shall 
be binding only when the creditors hold- 
ing at least one-half of the fire-loss claims 
against the Firemans Fund and the Home 
Fire & Marine and the Pacific Under- 
writers subscribe to it, and a time limit 
is placed on securing these signatures, the 
agreement mentioning Sept. 15, as the 
final date. 

Conditions of Plan 

The plan also has these conditions: 

That the old Firemans Fund shall as- 





sess its stockholders $300 a share, so as 
to have an unimpaired capital of $1,000,- 
000, and that it shall take over the prop- 
erty and business of the new Firemens 
Fund Insurance Corporation. The cash 


to be raised by assessment is to 
be paid by Jan. 1, the acquirement 
of the new company’s business by 
the old is to be accomplished by 


that date, and the payment of money and 
stock to the creditors is to be performed 
before that time also. The agreement is 
based on the estimate that the gross 
losses of the three companies aggregate 
$11,200,000 and the collectible reinsurance 
$2,500,000. If the gross sum of the 
claims should not reach the estimated fig- 
ures, or if more reinsurance than is now 
depended on should be collected, it is 
stipulated that the signers of the agree- 
ment shall receive a proportionate benefit. 
Will Have Outside Jurors 

The insurance cases in the United 
States circuit court are to be tried by 
juries drawn from outside of San Fran- 
cisco. The northern district of Cali- 
fornia, over which the circuit court’s jur- 
isdiction extends, and from any part of 
which jurors can be picked, includes 
forty-one counties—almost all of the state 
north of Tehachapi. Judge Morrow 
says he desires to prove that the asser- 
tions of insurance companies that they 
cannot have a fair trial here are not cor- 
rect, and he will aim to secure thor- 
— impartial juries. Judge Morrow 
said: 

These insurance cases are going to turn 
very largely on questions of fact, and some 
of the judgments in them will doubtless 
be en to Germany. The German people 
will be much more impressed with a ver- 
dict against a company, presuming that 
such a verdict should be given, if it is 
rendered by citizens who do not reside in 
San Francisco. It is probable that they 
will say it is due to bias, no matter how 
fair it may be regarded here, if the jury 
is composed of San Francisco men. Then, 
too, our eastern critics say that we are 
unreasonable and are bent on despoiling 
the insurance companies. Let us _ give 
them a fair deal and show them that we 
only want what is just and right. On the 
other hand, it may be that in some parts 
of the district there are men who have a 
feeling of some sort against San Francisco. 
We hear once in a 
prejudices. It would be wise, of course, 
not to have such citizens as jurors in these 


cases. The purpose is to secure impar- 
tiality. 


German of Freeport’s Deal 

The agreement on part of the Hiber- 
nia Bank to accept a 60 percent com- 
promise from the German of Freeport 
came as a surprise here, as it was gen- 
erally understood the bank would in- 
sist on a full settlement. The bank 
had many German policies to protect 
loans made by the bank. No doubt 
it was the main stumbling block in the 
way of the German’s course and for 
a time the outlook was decidedly 


while of such local: 





squally. Secretary Gund came on the 
scene and the Hibernia Bank people 
were convinced that it would be more 
profitable to compromise than to liqui- 
date the company. 

Now that this large bank has ac- 
cepted the proposition, the company’s 
representatives are endeavoring to get 
all the policyholders to agree to a 60 
percent settlement, payment to be made 
in cash. While some of the large 
claimants are unfavorable at present, 
yet the tendency seems to be to setgle 
on the best possible basis rather than 
force any company into the hands of 
a receiver. At first there was warlike 
talk among claimants, but at that time 
it’ was presumed that all companies 
were able to pay in full. It is fair to 
say that where a company is settling 
on a fixed compromise basis, it cannot 
afford to pay any more. It has a cer- 
tain amount of funds available and can 
only pay according to a compromise 
basis. 

The German of Freeport has sus- 
pended all work on adjustments until 
its policyholders decide whether they 
will agree to the 60 percent compromise. 
The policyholders are making an _ in- 
vestigation of the company’s affairs to 
see if it can pay any larger percentage. 

Fire Association’s Move 

The action of the Fire Association 
in placing all the coast under the 
jurisdiction of Belden & Bush of Chi- 
cago shows the new day for this sec- 
tion. It means the end of the manager- 
local agent regime. Either companies 
will have full fledged branch offices, with 
no agency or brokerage attachments, or 
the department offices here will be 
abandoned. The appointment of Mr. 
Wyper as manager of the London & 
Lancashire and its flotilla places that 
group on a different basis on the coast 
from what it has been. 

Frank M. Avery of Denver, who is 
one of the most able field men, now in 
charge of the Fire Association’s ad- 
justments here, will have immediate 
field jurisdiction over the territory 
passing into Belden & Bush’s depart- 
ment. 

Impossible to Get Evidence 

It has been almost impossible to se- 
cure evidence as to when and where 
dynamiting was done during the con- 
flagration. Mayor Schmitz claims that 
all the dynamiting was done under his 
orders. The fire department, army and 
civil authorities have a decidedly in- 
distinct idea of just where the destruc- 
tion to buildings through this means 
was effected, and no report made to 
either of these departments is suffi- 
ciently definite to be of the slightest

American Bar Association Takes No Action 
on the Report of the Committee 
on Insurance 





No action was taken on the report of 
the committee on insurance of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association at its meeting in 
St. Paul last week. The report was pre- 
sented to the association during the last 
few minutes of the closing session when 
it was too late for extended argument, 
C. L. Libby of Maine spoke against tak- 
ing up the report at the late hour declar- 
ing that nothing could be accomplished. 

He declared that the commission of 
twelve insurance commissioners and three 
attorney-generals were working on uni- 
form insurance laws and also the com- 
mission on uniform legislation and he 
deemed it unnecessary for the American 
Bar Association to take the matter up. 

The report, however, was submitted by 
R. W. Breckenridge of Omaha. He only 
read the recommendations already pub- 
lished. One withdrawal was made re- 
lating to federal supervision. He stated 
that the committee had decided to with- 
draw this recommendation for the time 
being. The association decided to re- 
commit the report to the committee to be 
presented at the first session of the com- 
mission at its annual meeting. The com- 
mittee will give further time to a study 
of insurance and report a bill or either 
recommend the drafting of a bill. 





HARTFORD STOCKS RECOVERING 





Shares of the Fire Companies Hit by the 
Frisco Disaster Are Gradually Re- 
turning to Former Level 





Hartford, Conn., Sept. 4.—(Special.)— 
Hartford fire insurance company stocks 
are gradually working up after the severe 
slump following the Frisco disaster. 

The recuperation of the shares of the 
Connecticut Fire has been greatest. The 
bid price for this stock, which was $360 
a share prior to the fire, dipped to $150 
as the result of the disaster, but it has 
now advanced to $295, a gain of nearly 
100 percent over the lowest point. For 
some time it has been advancing several 
dollars a week. 

The shares of the Hartford Fire, a com- 
pany which was affected more severely 
than any other local corporation, were 
quoted at $1,100 bid before the fire, after 
which they dropped to $500. This week 
the quotation is $510 bid and $530 asked. 

The bid price of the stock of the AZtna 
before the San Francisco calamity was 
$416. The shares then went to $340 but 
have now advanced to $385. The Na- 
tional Fire was selling around $420 early 
in April, but after dropping to $200 it 
has now moved up to $275. The 
price offered for the shares of the 
Pheenix was $345. The stock ran off to 
$200, but it has now come back to $260 
bid. Very little stock has come on the 
market and most of the holders believe 
that the quotations gradually will work 
back nearly to their former level. 





Milwaukee German Expands 


The Milwaukee German has increased 
its capital stock from $50,000 to $100,000, 
the new stock being taken by the old 
stockholders at 120 and $10,000 being 
added to the surplus. As soon as legal 
formalities are completed the company’s 
statement will show capital $100,000, 
assets about $130,000, net surplus $25,000. 
Application will at once be made for ad- 
mission to Illinois and possibly Min- 
nesota.

NEW MEXICO HOLD-UP 


The demand of the superintendent of 
insurance of New Mexico for the pay- 
ment of an additional fee of $50 is meet- 
ing with strenuous opposition on the part 
of companies, and in response to the re- 
quest of the superintendent for their 
arguments against such payment the com- 
panies are sending what they consider 
just reasons for their refusal to comply 
with the demand. A prominent company 
sizes up the case as follows and the sub- 
ject matter is in accord with the senti- 
ment of the majority of the companies: 

After a careful examination of the laws 
we are unable to agree with the opinion 
expressed by the attorney-general, and be- 
lieve that if he will again review the mat- 
ter, taking into consideration some fea- 
tures that have evidently been overlooked, 
he will arrive at an entirely different con- 
clusion. Kindly permit us to state the 
case from our viewpoint. Section II of 
the statute (in part) reads thus: 

“There shall be paid by every insurance 
company doing business in this territory, 
to the superintendent of insurance, the fol- 
lowing fees, viz.: (1) For filing the certi- 
fied copy of articles of incorporation re- 
quired by this act of the organization of 
each company, $50; (2) for filing copy of its 
charter or deed of settlement and exami- 
nation thereof, $50.’’ 

That it is the intention of the law that 
the fee first named (marked (1) ) shall 
apply only to companies organized in the 
territory of New Mexico is clearly estab- 
lished by Section 29, which is as follows: 

“All insurance companies organized un- 
der the laws of the territory of New Mex- 
ico shall within thirty days after the com- 
pletion of their organization file a certi- 
fied copy of their articles of incorporation 
with the superintendent of insurance,” and 
that the other fee (marked (2) ) applied to 
companies not incorporated or organized 
under the law of your territory is equally 
well established by Section 17, from which 
we quote as follows: 

“No insurance company, not incorporated 
or organized under the laws of this terri- 
tory, shall transact any insurance business 
in this territory unless it shall first file in 
the office of the superintendent of insur- 
ance a duly certified copy of its charter 
or articles of incorporation or deed of set- 
tlement.” 

That we are correct in thus interpreting 
the law is, we believe, warranted by the 
language of the statute itself, as well as 
by the practice of other states where simi- 
lar laws have long been in force. The 
insurance laws of the territory of New 
Mexico were copied after the laws of the 
state of Colorado, and the language is 
largely the same, the sections relating to 
the filing of papers, fees, etc., being identi- 
cal, except in a few minor changes in 
amount of fees, dates, etc. This being true, 
we are justified in quoting the rulings in 
that state, which are in complete accord 
with our interpretation of the law as here- 
inbefore set forth.

COMPLAIN OF STAMPING INSPECTORS 


Again there is complaint of incom- 
petent or unscrupulous stamping  in- 
spectors scattered throughout union juris- 
diction. Cases are becoming more and 
more frequent where improper forms 
have been stamped “Correct” by the in- 
spectors, causing no end of trouble in 
securing proper amendments. The local 
agent generally looks upon the inspector 
as the higher authority, and if a daily 
report sent through the stamping office 
is not returned for correction, it is a hard 
matter for the company to bring about 
any reform. In the opinion of tne agent, 
what is good enough for the inspector 
should be accepted, without comment, by 
the company. He fails to recognize the 
fact that the inspector’s incompetency— 





or liberality—does not necessarily compel 
the company to pass without question an 
undesirable contract. 

The chief trouble seems to lie in the 
selection of candidates for these impor- 
tant offices. They are apparently chosen 
with the idea that a careful scrutiny of 
rates is all sufficient, yet such is not the 
expectation of the companies as, while 
the rate supervisor is one of the most 
important functions of the office, other 
qualifications are necessary. The inspec- 
tor is supposed to be equipped with a 
knowledge of general underwriting con- 
ditions that he may detect any violations 
of union or company requirements and 
demand of agents proper corrections. 
Some of the inspectors now in service 
possess these attributes and are faith- 
fully and judiciously administering the 
affairs of their offices, but that they are 
said to be in the minority.

A TRUST THAT HAS TO BE 

To hate a trust is a very natural hu- 
man emotion, for a trust, if it is a suc- 
cess, must act with a certain arbitrari- 
ness. The fire insurance trust, especially 
just now when it is advancing rates, ex- 
periences its share of this natural mental 
bias; yet the fact seems to be that it can 
neither save itself from being a trust 
nor avoid raising rates, and there is an 
element of unfairness in denouncing, be- 
cause they are trusts, those several busi- 
nesses which have to be trusts to suc- 
ceed at all. 

The effort in modern business is to 
eliminate hazard. Hence the fire insur- 
ance company. But the fire insurance 
business itself is completely at the mercy 
of hazard. Possibly there is a law of 
averages in fire losses; but human ex- 
perience so far has given no clew to it. 
San Francisco’s insurance record has 
been excellent; yet the losses there in two 
days exceeded all the losses in the coun- 
try in 1905, and wiped out 55 percent 
of the companies’ available funds. The 
great Chicago fire of 1871 was followed 
next year by a great Boston fire. If the 
companies were not in a trust—if they 
subjected themselves to the drains of 
competition by permitting agents to cut 
rates—they would not be strong enough 
to withstand these extraordinary shocks 
when they befall. The advanced rates in 
New York and Philadelphia on account 
of the San Francisco losses; but New 
York and Philadelphia may, next year, 
need to draw upon premiums collected in 
San Francisco to meet extraordinary 
losses of their own. In short, despite all 
the common law theories of the legisla- 
tors, it seems plain that if this business 
were not a trust it wouldn’t be much good 
to anybody. Accepting this conclusion 
may be unpalatable politically, but plenty 
of good medicine tastes bad.—Saturday 
Evening Post. 


WERE BOGUS AT THE START 

An echo of the scandal involving the 
late Col. W. J. Swain, former president 
of the Houston Fire & Marine of Texas, 
in the substitution of bogus bonds in 
the assets of the company, is heard in 
the suit brought by its attorney against 
the Swain estate. It was contended that 
Swain took the genuine Austin refund- 
ing bonds out of the company’s vaults and 
put bogus ones in their place. Now the 
testimony shows the genuine bonds 
were in the possession of the New York 
Life at the time of the supposed transfer, 
so the inference is that the bogus secur- 
ities were foisted on the company by 
Swain at the start.

PROBABLE EFFECTS OF ADVANCE 











Cleveland Agents Differ in Opinion as to 
Whether Rate Troubles Will Follow 
Present Changes 





Some agents in Cleveland seem to be- 
lieve that the advance in rates will re- 
sult in rate troubles later on. They 
think that the large mercantile houses 
and manufacturing concerns will equip 
their plants and that there will then be 
a fight between the stock companies and 
the mutuals for the business. Those com- 
panies that did not lose anything in the 
San Francisco disaster and new ones or- 
ganized since then will not want to see 
business get away from them and the 
temptation to cut rates will be great. 
Agents, of course, will be influenced 
by the feelings of the companies they rep- 
resent. 

There is no doubt that many of the 
larger concerns will equip their plants, 
as they are already securing figures 
from the different concerns. An exam- 
ple of this is the Sterling & Welch Com- 
pany, which will move into a large, new 
store building the first of the year. They 
have already arranged to have it 
equipped before they go into it. This 
will make a big reduction in the rate. 

Those agents who do not believe that 
there will be any rate trouble say that 
the equipment of a large number of risks 
will reduce the premiums and commis- 
sions, but that they do not think this will 
influence companies or agents. As the 
insurance capacity in most of the larger 
towns will not be any too great any way, 
the new companies and those that have 
not suffered recent losses will want to 
see the protection increased and will be 
able to secure all the business they can 
handle at the regular rates. The tempta- 
tion, then, will be taken away to cut 
rates or act in any way contrary to good 
underwriting methods.

MOUNDSVILLE AGENT PROTESTS 








Says Advanced Rates Are Unjust and Com-

Agents at Moundsville, W. Va., are 
vigorous in their opposition to the re- 
cent advances put into effect at that 
point. A prominent agency writes to 
headquarters as follows: 

In reference to insurance association cir- 
cular, dated July 31, 1906, touching the 
subject of an advance in the rates in our 
city, and your letter of the 4th inst., ask- 
ing our support of said advance, we will 
say that, owing to the circumstances, we 
feel that in justice to your company and 
its interests that you should not insist on 
the advance. From our city’s protection, 
geographical location, lying as it does so 
close to Ohio and Pennsylvania, and our 
present rates being so far in advance of 
either of these states, our patrons feel 
that it is doing them an injustice, and do 
not hesitate in expressing themselves to 
the end that before paying the advance 
they will insure with other companies or 
carry their own risks. We regret this 
very much, as our business relations in 
the past have been pleasant and, we hope, 
mutually profitable, but should you insist 
on this advance your supplies are at our 
office for your disposal, and we will place 
the business with companies that are not 
insisting on the advance. This is the stand 
that all of the agents and the business 
people of Moundsville have taken. 


The large general agency of Alfred 
Paull & Son of Wheeling, W. Va., repre- 
senting some eight fire companies, has 
again advised its agents not to collect 
the advance, and to use only the rates 
as promulgated prior to July 31. This 
is considered in answer and in defiance 
to the reiterated appeal of the West Vir- 
ginia Fire Underwriters Association, ask- 
ing the companies to compel their agents 
to collect the advance as given in their 
circular of July 31.

4 Eeenstnn As the item under your West 
Virginia notes in THe WersTERN UNDER-

PROTESTS FROM GRAND RAPIDS 











Agents Declare That the Increase In Basis 
Rate Will Simply Aggravate Competi- 
tive Conditions in the City 





A majority of the local agents of 
Grand Rapids, Mich. have issued a 
protest against any increase of rates in 
that city. The Dean schedule has been 
used in Grand Rapids, but the inspection 
bureau has decided to place the city in 
a lower class on account of building con- 
struction, which will increase the basis 
rate and hence cause a general advance 
throughout the business district. The in- 
surance companies claim that Grand 
Rapids owing to poor construction has 
a very serious conflagration hazard and 
is not entitled to be a city of second 
class. 

The agents tleclare that they have had 
no end of trouble in the city on account 
of nonboard competition and new agents 
that do not observe the advisory tariff. 
Some months ago a rate war was threat- 
ened in Grand Rapids, but was averted 
by the steps taken by the large agents. 
The larger offices say that during the 
last two years eleven new agents have 
started, representing forty-one companies 
and none of these adheres to the tariff. 
If rates are increased, it will simply ag- 
gravate conditions with no resulting 
benefit. 


Prospects for a Good Meeting 


Secretary Eldridge of the Michigan 
Local Agents Association seems to think 
the annual meeting at Bay City next 
week on Tuesday and Wednesday will 
be an interesting one and he anticipates 
a good attendance. The situation in 
Michigan at the present time is such as 
will require careful watching and the 
local agents will find much benefit in a 
conference. 








Result of the Controversy 

The Indiana League members say that 
since the recent controversy with the 
state board, nonunion agencies have been 
receiving more generous and prompt 
treatment by the inspectors. The league 
declares its fight resulted in agents real- 
izing that the nonunion companies must 
be recognized in the state. 





Grand Rapids Club Dines 

The Grand Rapids Fire Underwriters 
Association enjoyed a dinner at the 
Lakeside Club last week. There were 
thirty members present. All new agents 
who have come to the city within the past 
year were invited to be present, and a 
number of them were on hand. Senator 
R. B. Loomis acted as toastmaster and 
there were several informal responses. 





Trouble Over Form 


Policies for the Princeton Elevator 
Company at Princeton, Ind., cover “on 
grain while in process of loading or un- 
loading, or in cars while on the Southern 
Railroad switches, Princeton, Ind.” The 
companies object to this broad way of de- 
scribing the location, as they might be 
liable on switches anywhere in the city. 
The assured is refusing to consent to a 
limitation covering grain while in ele- 
vator or in cars at the elevator, within 
100 feet, as companies desire.

AFFAIRS 





Reports on Conditions In Several Citles 
Show a General Tendency Toward 
Improvement In Inspections 


At Richmond, Ind., the electrical in- 
spection ordinance is effectively enforced 
and very few criticisms of wiring could 
be made. The stock of material and de- 
vices held by contractors is almost wholly 
up to code requirements. The use of 
electricity for illumination is almost uni- 
versal and additional generating capacity 
has been contracted for by the municipal 
plant. 

Outside wires in the business district 
should be placed underground. Four 
service companies bring pole lines into 
the congested district, and the service 
wires form such a network that the 
raising of ladders by the fire department 
is accomplished with difficulty in day- 
light and is quite impossible by night. 
The question of an underground ordi- 
nance, covering the fire limits, has been 
agitated. 


The electrical inspection ordinance at 
Muncie, Ind., is being rigidly enforced, and 
the standard for inside wiring is being 
rapidly brought into conformity with the 
National Electrical Code. Many old, de- 
fective uipments have been overhauled 
through the activity of the municipal in- 
spector, who is very conscientious, capa- 
ble and diplomatic. The telephone com- 
pany is installing an underground conduit 
system for the congested district, and, 
when completed, all pole lines on the street 
will be removed. The alleys are filled with 
a confusion of wires, which prevent the 
use of ladders in gaining access to build- 
ings through windows above the second 
floor. An ordinance was passed ordering 
all wires in the fire limits underground, 
but the large expenditure made necessary 
to comply with its provisions, both on the 
part of the city and the lighting company, 
prevented its enforcement. 

The standard of electric wiring at Ko- 
komo, Ind., has improved, but is still far 
from satisfactory. New wiring is very fair. 
The municipal inspector needs additional 
coaching. 

A proposition has been made the Indiana 
State Board to establish a resident elec- 
trical inspector to supplant the municipal 
departments of Kokomo, Anderson and 
Muncie. The city inspector at Kokomo, 
however, refuses to surrender his preroga- 
tives and the plan is blocked. One of the 
local contractors is also opposed to the 
scheme. Outside wiring conditions have 
been greatly improved through the plac- 
ing of telephone wires underground in the 
fire limits. The traction company’s high 
voltage transmission system passes 
through the town without the introduction 
of guard equipments where telephone wires 
are crossed. Some power is supplied from 
Se Gesunees trolley system to stationary 
motors.

WITH THE MILWAUKEE AGENTS 











After a Conference With Some Managers, 
the Executive Committee of the Local 
Board Will Approve Dean System 





Following the visit of the Chicago 
managers to Milwaukee last week, when 
they met the executive-committee of the 
local board, it is stated that the com- 
mittee will recommend the Dean sched- 
ule for adoption at the next board meet- 
ing. There has been considerable com- 
plaint from the companies as to mer- 
cantile rates. In some cases there is 
but little difference between the rate 
on building and stock. 

No definite action will be taken in re- 
gard to a rate advance at Milwaukee 
until the regular meeting of the board 
next Wednesday. Meanwhile an advance 
on unprofitable classes is under consid- 
eration. Experts are in the city figuring 
on the application of the Dean schedule 
and examining water supply and fire de- 
partment with a view to advising a basis 
rate. 


H. F. Washburn and W. O. Faist of 
Milwaukee have consolidated their agencies 
in a corporation known as Washburn & 
Faist Company. The old office in the Mil- 
waukee National Bank building is retained. 
The new company represents eight com- 
panies as follows: Buffalo Commercial, 
Allemannia, Pelican, National of Hartford, 
German of Freeport, New Jersey, Guardian 
and Southern of New Orleans. 

Residents of Dayton Park, a suburb of 
Milwaukee, want to be annexed to the 
city. They think that with the improved 
fire protection insurance rates would be 
enough lower to offset the higher taxes. 





Increasing the Rates 

The work of applying the new special 
hazard schedules in Wisconsin by the 
field men is meeting with success. Most 
of the local boards have adopted the 
new rates without much protest. The 
rates will be increased materially on 
paper mills, furniture factories and iron 
workers’ and there may be some difficulty 
in renewing the insurance. Most of these 
risks were rated two years ago and the 
owners protest against another change 
coming so soon. 





Premium Returns of Elgin 


All but six local agents at Elgin, Til.

It is stated that the advance 
amounts to from 34 to 65 percent of 
the old rates and will average between 
45 and 50 percent. 





Wausau Now Fixed Up

stamping bureau will be established. 
There has been constant friction at 
Wausau, the numerous attempts being 
made to get the agents in line having 
failed. 





Electrical Conditions at Joliet 


At Joliet, Ill., the discipline over elec- 
tric wiring has been increased by the 
city electrician through the establishment 
of a system of blanks and the demand 
for formal applications and permits to 
do wiring. No work is connected to the 
lighting system except with permission 
from the inspector. 

The standard for wiring is reported as 
improved. The bulletins issued by the 
Western Association of Electrical In- 
spectors, recently organized, have had 
a perceptible effect upon the character of 
the wiring. The fire alarm system has 
been provided with a new set of storage 
batteries and the purchase of an up-to- 
date switchboard is being urged.

DENVER’S CONFLAGRATION ZONE 





National Board Shows That There Are 
Many Features In the Colorado City 
Contributing to Fire Peril 





The inspectors of the National board 
have issued a report on Denver, Colo., 
showing that it has a serious conflagra- 
tion hazard. The most prominent fea- 
tures are the number of buildings of ex- 
cessive area, good height and structural 
work, the grouping of conflagration 
breeding blocks in the center of the 
downtown district, the lack of protection 
for both horizontal and_ vertical open- 
ings, general light construction, low par- 
apet walls, serious alley exposures, 
limited strength of the fire department 
and unreliability of the fire alarm sys- 
tem, all forming conditions that are 
liable to cause a conflagration at any 
time. 


Suit Over Commissions 

The American Fire of Philadelphia is 
suing Howard E. Howell, its Omaha 
agent, for a balance ct $458.42, alleged 
to have been due when the agency was 
closed April 20. Mr. Howell claims an 
offset of $399.57 due him as commissions 
contingent upon his doing a certain 
amount of business during the year. As 
the company quit before the end of the 
year it claims that he had not written 
the required amount of business and is 
entitled to no contingent commission. 





Failure Worse Than Expected 
The second report of Receiver E. E. 
Menhard of the Property Mutual 
Insurance Association of Waterloo, 
la., indicates that the failure was 
larger than at first suspected, the 
total amount of claims adready filed 
with the receiver, both admitted and 


contingent, reaching $24,004.37. The 
assets are about $1,000, of which 
only about $500 is considered col- 


lectible and the difference will have to 
be raised by assessments on the policy- 
holders. Owing to the fact that many of 
the policyholders live remote from 
Waterloo, some having died, some be- 
coming bankrupt and some having moved 
to unknown points, the receiver asks the 
court to assess an amount considerable 
in excess of that necessary to cover the 
loss. 

It is believed that in order to secure 
funds sufficient to meet the unpaid 
claims, which aggregate $24,004.37, it 
will be necessary to make assessment in 
two divisions on basis rate; that is to 
say, for all holders of certificates issued 
and in force prior to Jan. 1, 1906, 200 per- 
cent basis rate and for all claims issued 
since Jan. 1, 100 percent on basis rate.

HE SAYS THERE WAS NO JOKER 





Attorney Sanderson of the lowa Commis- 
sion Comments on Some of the News- 
paper Reports Sent Out 





George R. Sanderson, counsel for the 
Iowa legislative insurance commission, in 
discussing the proposed standard fire 


policy and the reports that have gone 
out about it says: 

There was no “joker” ener in the 
standard fire policy form propo: It was 
prepared by Senator Dun post 4 Delaware 
county, and introduced as a bill by him in 
the last legislature. It was substantially 
agreed upon by the attorney-general and 
auditor of state of this state and by a 
committee of insurance managers and their 
attorneys. There is not a word in the pro- 
posed policy, or in the bill, referring to 
reinsurance, nor any reference to reinsur- 
ance premiums or the effect or manner of 
their payment. 

What the enterprising reporter doubtless 
overheard was my discussion of the effect 
of the law in forbidding the use in this 
state of the joint policy. It was and is 
my opinion that a joint policy could not 
be issued without ‘‘a combination or agree- 
ment relating to the rates to be charged 
for insurance, the amount of commissions 
* * * or the manner of transacting the 
business,’”” and that a section in the pro- 
posed bill authorizing the use of a joint 
policy and repealing all acts inconsistent 
with the proposed bill would be claimed 
to be a repeal of the Blanchard law. 

There is really nothing very novel in 
these views, nor am I entitled to very great 
credit for “discovering” the effect of the 
proposed sections. The fact that no joint 
policies are written in Iowa tends to show 
that the insurance managers generally 
agree with me that acct are forbidden. 


In the coinsurance e clause the Jamison 
commission, which is still in session at 
Des Moines, has found a subject which 
it is hard for it to dispose of. A 
voluminous amount of testimony has been 
taken on this one point. Officers of in- 
surance companies, general agents from 
all parts of the state, and men who con- 
trol the placing of large lines of insur- 
ance have been interrogated regarding 
the advisability of coinsurance. Almost 
uniformly they have declared in favor 
of it, but the commission still remains 
undecided; at least the inquiry still con- 
tinues. Auditor Carroll, who though not 
an exofficio member of the commission 
has been called often into consultation, is 
opposed to the coinsurance idea. 





Has Been Suspended 


Charles J. Hedwall of Minneapolis has 
been charged with bad practices by the 
trial board of the Minneapolis Under- 
writers Association. It is alleged that he 
has placed business with another agency 
at an improper rate and has refused to 
pay a fine of $100 assessed against him, 
in consequence of which companies in 
his agency have been notified that he has 
been suspended from the association and 
deprived of all benefits.

CLAIMS COMPANY CAN REINSURE 





Atlanta-Birmingham People Defend the 
Deal With the Prudential 





Following the opinion of the Louisiana 
attorney-general concerning unearned 
premium reserve, which was printed last 
week, the following circular has been 
issued to agents by the Prudential Fire 
of Atlanta, over the signature of Secre- 
tary R. N. Hughes. Mr. Hughes states 
that the insurance department of 
Louisiana has not refused to license the 
Prudential to do business in that state, 
but in a letter addressed to the officers 
of the Atlanta-Birmingham has stated 
that it would not license the last-named 
company, which, however, has not done 
an active business anywhere since its 
reinsurance in the Prudential: 

We desire to say that before this rein- 
surance was made effective we had the 
favorable 1 opinion of four of the 
ablest 1 rms in the country, all being 
thoroughly posted insurance attorneys, all 
being unanimous that the directors of a 
fire insurance company have the absolute 
authority to reinsure their unburned risks 
and to use the unearned premium fund for 
that purpose, it being a preferred debt and 
not the property of the company except 
as it is earned day by day. Since the San 
Francisco disaster ten companies have re- 
insured their outstanding risks and it is a 
reasonable supposition that the companies 
taking over their liability would not have 
done so if they had not had able legal 
advice that they could unquestionably hold 
ue a paid for taking on the lia- 


The creditors of a company that rein- 
sures its outstanding risks are made more 
secure such a deal for two reasons; 
the reinsurance commissions being added 
to the capital and surplus gives a larger 
fund to pay losses, and when the liability 
to unburned policyholders is discharged 
the capital and surplus are not subject to 
further losses. We ask therefore that you 
do not let these rulings give you the least 
uneasiness, as in the face of same, both 
the insurance department of New York 
and the insurance department of Louisiana 
are licensing the companies that have ac- 
cepted the unearned premiums of the 
retiring companies and there is not the 
remotest probability that they will ever 
even be called on to refund them. We 
desire to say further, that, while it is not 
necessary, you are at liberty to endorse 
every policy of the Atlanta-Birmingham on 
which no loss has been sustained prior to 
June 27, 1906, noon, that said policy is 
guaranteed by the Prudential Fire and we 
will furnish forms to be used for that 
purpose. You can rest assured that the 
Prudential will hold the reinsurance reserve 
of the Atlanta-Birmingham and pay the 
losses occurring under its policies, but if 
any of your patrons desire their Atlanta- 
Birmingham policy cancelled the Pruden- 
tial stands ready to pay the return pre- 
mium at the customary short-rate basis.

Tobins who control this financial institu- 
tion are belligerent and determined and 
yet they find they are not absolute. They 
yielded to the dictates of calm judgment 
and saw the German would not be able 
te meet its obligations on a full settle- 
ment basis. What could be gotten in ex- 
pensive litigation or a receivership? 

The Hibernia Bank’s course will leave 
an impress here of great moment and it 
looks now as if the German will be able 
to swing a 60 percent compromise with 
all its remaining claimants. 

The companies demanding heavy com- 
promises find time a valuable factor. 
When claimants use every resource and 
can secure no higher percentage, they 
finally succumb. 


All Are Not the Same 


At the first blush with the large com- 
panies paying without discount, claimants 
expected all to follow the same policy. 
They had to find out that in fire insur- 
ance as in every other line, there are in- 
stitutions of greater capacity and re- 
sources than others. All would delight 
to be giants and perform their feats but 
it is a physical impossibility. The com- 
panies of lesser stature will be called on 
to do their best but even our San Fran- 
cisco people cannot force them to do the 
unachievable,

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OFFICERS’ SIDE DEALS 


Presipent FRELINGHUYSEN of the 
Mutuat Benerit Lire expressed his 
opinion before the New Jersey investi- 
gating committee as to what remedies 
would cure past and existing abuses in 
life insurance management. He said: 


“I have formed an opinion of what 
I think would cure most of the evils 
complained of. First, a strict adherence 
to the rule of paying all dividends an- 
nually. Second, a specific statement to 
each policyholder of the value of his 
holdings as represented by his share 
of the earnings, savings and all other 
matters affecting the company. Third, 
a full report of all purchases and sales 
of securities as required by one law 
growing out of the ARMSTRONG investi- 
gation. Fourth, an absolute prohibition 
of participation by the officers of a 
company in the profits of its invest- 
ments or other financial transactions.” 


This expression, coming as it does 
from the president of a great mutual 
company, is worthy the serious consid- 
eration of the managements of other 
companies as well as of legislators who 
are trying to improve conditions from 
the outside. 

His fourth recommendation brings up 
the question, whether an officer has the 
right to profit in any way through his 
connection with the company other than 
by his salary. One of the means em- 
ployed by the old officers of the Mu- 
TuaL Lire to profit through their con- 
nection with the company was in the 
organization of trust companies, in 
which both the company and the offi- 
cers on their individual account took 
stock. As officers they directed com- 
pany funds to the trust companies in 
such volume that the stock very soon 
rose from par to 700 or 800 percent, 
and as stockholders of the trust com- 
pany they reaped profits in large divi- 
dends and the increased value of the 


stock. 
This is one of the illustrations of 
officers’ participation, in which it is 


clear the officers were influenced by the 
fact that they were personally inter- 
ested in the trust company, but in 
many other cases it would be hard to 
show such influence. The question is, 
where should the line be drawn? It is 
possible for an official to participate 
without allowing his judgment to be 
affected, but taking human nature as it 
runs, most policyholders would prefer, 
perhaps, that their officials attend 
strictly to their duties and have no out- 
side financial transactions in which the 
company is also interested. 

It might be said that an official or 
any other employe has the right to do 
with his time or money what he pleases 
so long as he does the work for which 
he is being paid; but while this would 
be so in the absence of custom or 





agreement to the contrary, certainly the 
company would be privileged on its 
part to stipulate the terms on which it 
might care to make the employment. 
The Unirep States STEEL, CorPoRATION 
and other large employers stipulate that 
their employes shall not have outside 
interests and make it a condition prece- 
dent to hiring them. If it is the safer 
plan to prohibit officials from all par- 
ticipations of whatever nature, why 
should not this be incorporated in the 
company’s rules as a by-law? Doubt- 
less such matters will be taken up by 
insurance commissioners or by the pol- 
icyholders’ associations in due time. 
There is every reason why they should 
be taken up and considered carefully, 
and President FRELINGHUYSEN is right 
in including among his recommenda- 
tions one on this subject. 





THEY ARE ON TRIAL 


REPRESENTATIVES of western and south- 
ern life insurance companies will meet at 
Lookout Mountain, Sept. 28. Their pro- 
ceedings will be watched with interest, 
because upon what they do or fail to do 
will depend much of the future develop- 
ment of their own companies and the 
general conditions of the business for the 
next few years. 

The original questions which brought 
these companies into an alliance—federal 
supervision and preliminary term valua- 
tion—are now practically dead issues. 
But the question of their attitude on the 
conduct of their business for the next 
few months is of vast importance, not 
only to themselves but also to all other 
companies and their representatives. 

From present indications the companies 
of the west and south will shortly re- 
ceive a large influx of agents whose com- 
missions have been reduced by their old 
companies in compliance with the New 
York laws. By reason of preliminary 
term valuation and deferred dividends, 
these companies may, if they so desire, 
pay excessive commissions, open a carni- 
val of rebating and general business 
sculduggery that will disgrace life insur- 
ance and evéntually react on the compa- 
nies responsible. On the other hand 
these companies, by concerted action, 
may take a conservative position, fix their 
commissions a few points higher than 
those permitted by the New York laws, 
attract the best of the dissatisfied agents, 
put the riffraff out of business and be- 
come a great conservative instead of de- 
moralizing force. 

There will be a strong temptation to 
take on an army of agents, pay high 
commissions and write a great business, 
but if the companies yield to this temp- 
tation they will reap a harvest of lapses, 
small dividends, dissatisfied policyhold- 
ers and repressive laws. 

The western and southern companies 
are now on trial. It is much to be hoped 
that their representatives will prove 
strong and big enough to take a broad 
view, look well into the future and 
demonstrate to the country that these 
young institutions, without compulsory 
legislation, stand for what is good in 
the business.

“In the office were such strong men 
as P. D. McGregor, G. H. Worthington, 
‘Bob’ McCullough and A. I. Ullmann, 
all possessing those traits of mind and 
character that seemed to fit in with 
a man of Mr. Williams’ type. 

“And what a galaxy of field lumi- 
naries! In Illinois was ‘Bob’ Odell, 
while ‘Aleck’ Monroe held down the 
Hoosiers. Over in Ohio was ‘Bob’ 
Foster and ‘Teddy’ Raymond ran _ the 
Michigan agents. Coming to Wisconsin 
was Will Chapman. Howard De Mott 
was the Minnesota state agent. 

“‘Bob’ Raynolds toured over the far 
west, Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska. S. S. 
Welpton was his assistant. In Missouri 
‘Jim’ Fleming held sway then as now. 

“All these men worked in harmony 
and they had one object in view, the 
success of the Connecticut. Since those 
days most of these men have been pro- 
moted or are receiving a Jarger com- 
pensation than formerly. I have looked 
over the talent of all the companies, 
but I have failed to find so splendid a 
set of men in underwriting ability as 
composed Manager Williams’ cabinet.” 


A good story is told of a general agent 
of a casualty company who desired the 
company to fit up the offices with new 
furniture and equipment. He stated that 
the offices should be on a par with those 
of other companies. The most pressing 
need, the general agent pointed out, was 
a new rug, as the old one, he said, had 
a hole in it two feet square. 

The home office executive ignored the 
request except the reference to the rug 
and closed with this laconic advice, “Put 
your desk over the hole and thus cover 
it up.” 

Lot H. Brown, for the past several 
years manager of agents for Ohio of the 
Massachusetts Mutual Life, with head- 
quarters at Columbus, has accepted the 
position of superintendent of agencies of 
the Midland Mutual Life of Columbus, 
entering upon his new duties Sept. r. In 
Mr. Brown the Midland secures a man 
who is familiar with its home field, Ohio, 
and who has had much experience in 
agency organization.

Relative Advantages of 
Salaries and Commissions 





[By Jossrn Barus, General Agent American 
Bonding, New Orleans.] 

The question of remuneration to agents 
has been one which has received con- 
siderable attention from the various in- 
surance companies for several years past. 
It has often been discussed as to whether 
a salaried manager is more advantageous 
to the company than one on a commis- 
sion basis. In a recent issue of THE 
WESTERN UNDERWRITER, I note that the 
question has again been advanced under 
the comments of features of the surety 
business. We find that someone who 
seems to have given years of study to 
the surety business expressed the opin- 
ion that one of the chief causes of the 
present demoralized condition of the busi- 
ness is the practice of paying commis- 
sion instead of salaries in all large cities. 

Having been for several years general 
agent of a surety company, I desire to 
take issue with the party who has writ- 
ten or made this statement. The ques- 
tion of salaries or commission, to my 
mind, does not cut any figure in bring- 
ing about the conditions which exist in 
the surety business. I will state that if 
anything, the salaried manager would be 
more apt to cause demoralizing condi- 
tions than the one working on a com- 
mission basis. 

What interest has an agent working 
on a salary as to the volume of business 
which the company will write as well 
as to the desirable class of business 
which he will put on the books, or even 
as to the rates quoted? It is immaterial 
to him whether the company secures a 
large volume of business or a small 
one; whether the business proves profit- 
able or not; he is simply working for 
the salary which is given him and cares 
little for anything else. He knows that 
at the end of the month his check will 
be forthcoming, and therefore devotes 
very little time, if any, to pushing the 
business or in any way endeavoring to 
advance the interests of his company. 

* 


Entirely different are the conditions 
existing where the manager is working 
on a commission basis. The agent who 
is working on a commission basis is 
naturally always on the go, stirring up 
business, and in fact creating business 
for his company where no such business 
existed before. He keeps in touch with 
all the progressive men of his com- 
munity, and he is continually placing 
his business and his company before the 
public. His ambition is naturally to 
make his administration a _ successful 
one. He endeavors to be most careful 
in the selection of his risks, and very 
frequently turns down and declines busi- 
ness which, had the same been sent to 
the home office of his company, would 
have received its approval, for the rea- 
son that being on the ground himself 
he was fully familiar with the sur- 
rounding conditions of the business 
which he knew to be undesirable; 
whereas, the company would not have 
been familiar with the conditions sur- 
rounding, but would have approved the 
risk upon the facts and informaticn 
given in the application. 

* * 


_The agent or manager on a commis- 
sion basis realizes more fully than the 
salaried manager that upon his suc- 
cessful administration depends his re- 
taining the agency. The salaried man— 
and the companies ought to know that 
that is a fact—will be retained in his 
position as long as the office produces 
business sufficient to warrant the salary 
paid. The commissioned manager like- 
wise knows that the minute his agency 
proves unprofitable to the company a 
change will naturally be made by the 
company. It is therefore very evident 
that any agents working on commission 
or salary basis who possess a quality 
of honesty and integrity in the manage- 
ment of their position stand exactly on

The firm of Bokum & VanArsdale, 
state agents of the Mutual Benefit for 
Illinois, has been dissolved. R. D. Bo- 
kum will remain in charge of the Chi- 
cago metropolitan agency, which will 
include fifteen northern counties in IIli- 
nois. A new agency will be established 
in Peoria, and VanArsdale 
has been placed in charge of it. The 
Peoria agency will include twenty-six 
counties in central Illinois. The third 
agency, for southern Illinois, will be 
established at Springfield.

POSITION OF THE CHICAGO LIFE 





General Manager Duncombe Takes Issue 
With the Insurance Department of 
Colorado on Latter’s Recent Action 





General Manager H. S. Duncombe of 
the Chicago Life in reply to the insur- 
ance department of Colorado which de- 
clared the company’s stock impaired and 
gave it two weeks to make good the im- 
pairment, says: 

I desire to say that your statement that 
our present capital was impaired on June 
30, to the amount of $29,440.54, is, oi 
course, made by you with the understand- 
ing that you only took into consideration 
in such computation what is generally 
termed “admitted assets,” but you are 
doubtless aware that our “gross assets’’ 
have shown an increase from the original 
amount of $300,000 paid in by our stock- 
holders. 

You are also doubtless aware that every 
new business enterprise is obliged to in- 
vest a portion of its capital in the develop- 
ment of its business, and when thd state 
that our surplus has been suffering a 
reduction for the past two years, of course 
you do so fully understanding that the sur- 
plus is not in fact reduced but that the 
investment has been changed from stocks 
and bonds to agency development, and that 
as a result of that change we have at pres- 
ent on the books approximately six million 
of business, plus our original investment. 
We fail, therefore, to fully agree with your 
conclusion that the company is in an un- 
safe or unsound condition. Our opinion of 
the condition of the company is also 
shared in by many responsible investors, 
and to that end we have instituted pro- 
ceedings to place upon the market a por- 
tion of our capital stock at an increased 
price over the price paid for the stock 
originally. 

It requires sixty "> to take these steps 
in accordance with the laws of this state 
and it is impossible to accomplish this re- 
sult in the two weeks mentioned in your 
letter. Im view of the fact that the papers 
of Denver have commented on your action, 
which notice appeared in the mg almost 
as soon as your letter reached us, it seems 
to our trustees that you look upon the ces- 
sation of our doing business in your state 
as a foregone conclusion, and they further 
feel that it was unfair to the company to 
give so much publicity to a request which 
if complied with by our executive commit- 
tee would have entitled us in your opinion 
to continue business in the state. 

It is apparent, therefore. to the commit- 
tee, in view of the fact that you have 
made your request public as you did, that 
your department by that act adopted an 
unfriendly attitude to this company. We 
intend to pursue our business in our own 
way, and intend to carry out the steps 
hereinabove set out, whether we are trans- 
acting business in the state of Colorado or 
not. If your department desires to give 
us an oportunity to accomplish the results 
above set forth, we will be pleased to con- 
tinue business in your state—otherwise you 





Reduces Rates on Loans 


By resolution of the board of directors, 
the Union Central Life henceforth will 
make loans to its policyholders at the 
rate of 6 percent. For some time com- 
plaints have been made that the interest 
rate was too high, since other companies 
charged less, and the first move of the 
new management was to endeavor to 
satisfy the company’s patrons as far as 
possible.

NEWS OF THE BIG COMPANIES 








Equitable Directors Must Stand Suit for an 
Accounting—Changes in Mutual’s 
Finance Committee 





Iu New York last week Justice Bischoff 
decided that directors of the Equitable 
Life must defend the suit brought by At- 
torney-General Mayer to compel them to 
account to the society for funds lost to it 
through violation of their duties as 
directors, not only by wrongful acts but 
by neglect of duty. The suit also de- 
mands the removal of any defendant now 
a director or officer of the company on 
proof of misconduct. 

The Equitable’s directors last week ac- 
Be the resignations of George J. 
Gould and Judge D. Cady Herrick as 
members of the board. Judge Herrick 
resigned on account of pressure of pri- 
vate business and Mr. Gould because his 
participation in syndicates which may 
sell securities to the Equitable might 
place him in violation of the Armstrong 
law. 

* * * 

Frederick Cromwell, former treasurer 
of the Mutual Life, and Adrian Iselin 
have retired as members of the executive 
committee of the board of trustees of the 
Mutual, although both remain on the 
board. President Thomas M. Mulrey of 
the Emigrant Industrial Savings Bank 
and Dumont Clark, a lawyer, succeed 
them on the finance committee. 

The appellate division of the supreme 
court of New York has sustained the de- 
cision of the lower court holding that 
the superintendent of insurance cannot be 
compelled to take from the administra- 
tion ticket of the Mutual Life the names 
of Judge Gray, General Tracy, Colonel 
Shook and Mr. Higginbotham of the In- 
ternational Policyholders Committee. 


Bishop C. C. McCabe of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, a member of the In- 
ternational Policyholders Committee, last 
week created a sensation by sending a 
letter to Judge Alton B. Parker, chair- 
man of the committee, protesting against 
the action of the committee in sending 
out criticisms of the administration 
tickets of the Mutual and New York Life 
over the signatures of the committee, 
when he had not approved these criti- 
cisms nor even seen the circular before it 
went out. In the letter he said in part: 

I have considered fully the duty imposed 
upon me and I protest against the further 
expression in the name of the committee of 
opinions and accusations with which I have 
no sympathy, and which I am convinced 
have no sufficient justification in fact. 

The administration tickets of the two 
companies include many gentlemen known 
to me and many others of which I. have 
obtained much information. I am satisfied 
that it is not possible to nominate trustees 
who, under all the existing circumstances, 
could better conserve the great interests of 
the policyholders than those recently named 
on -the two administrative tickets. You are 
the chairman of the subcommittee charged 
with the duty of forming a ticket, and so 
far as my voice and vote are to be consid- 
ered I urgently recommend the adoption by 
your committee of the administration tick- 
ets of both companies and their unanimous 
election by the policyholders. After long 
and careful consideration I am thoroughly 
satisfied that the present administrations 
of both companies are effecting great econ- 
omies and reforms, and that these institu- 
tions, purged as by fire, are in a position 
to afford the protection of life insurance 
in better form and on better terms than 
anv known in the past. 

Tt has been stated that this letter was 
first made public at_the office of the 
Mutual Life in New York and doubt was 
at first expressed as to its authenticity. 
George R. Scrugham, organizer of the 
committee, thinks Bishop McCabe acted 
on incomplete and Prejudiced informa- 
tion. The Bishop in an interview has 
since reiterated his statements. 

The International Policyholders Com- 
mittee has complained to Superintendent 
Kelsey of New York that agents of the 
New York Life are soliciting proxies 
from policyholders on undated blanks. 

A conference was held at Albany last 
week relative to the form of ballot to be 


sed by the mutual life insurance com- 





panies in the coming election of directors. 
The conferees were Otto Kelsey, state 
superintendent of insurance, who will pre- 
scribe the form of ballot; Attorney- 
eral Mayer, Louis Marshall, representing 
the International Policyholders Com- 
mittee, and James H. McIntosh for the 
New York Life. Superintendent Kelsey 
has not decided as yet the form of ballot 
which he will adopt. The ballots will 
be mailed to policyholders on Oct. 18. 





Promoting a Tennessee Company 

The members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Nashville, Tenn., who are pro- 
moting a new life insurance company to 
be called the Tennessee Life, with 
$500,000 capital, have appointed a com- 
mittee of fifteen to carry on the work of 
completing the organization. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce has sufficient members 
who have signified their intention of tak- 
ing stock to guarantee the company being 
started. The underwriting and agency 
departments will be placed in charge of 
an experienced man, the position having 
been offered already to a well-known 
Chicago underwriter who was formerly 





identified with life insurance in Ten- 
nessee. 
EQUITABLE’S MISSOURI PLANS 





Reported That Manager Kendrick Has Re- 
signed and State Will Be Cut 
Into Small Districts 





It is said in St. Louis on good 
authority that Justin S. Kendrick, man- 
ager for the Equitable Life, has resigned 
and will retire from active work. This 
fact, with the death of John A. Brown, 
manager for the company at Kansas City, 
will open the way for the Equitable to 
reorganize its agency plant in Missouri. 
It is reported that the state will be 
divided into five or six districts and a 
manager appointed for each district, who 
in most cases has been a loyal and suc- 
cessful Equitable man. The new mana- 
gers’ contracts are scaled down. and every 
effort will be made to run the company 
on an economical basis to comply with 
the Armstrong law. The company real- 
izes that it will be very much to its ad- 
vantage to be a leader in the amount of 
annual dividends paid under the new 
law, and to that end strict economy will 
be practiced. It is understood that Mr. 
Kendrick retires of his own volition, on 
account of wishing to escape the further 
cares of an active business life. He 
bears a fine reputation and has been very 
successful. 

In this connection it is said that the 
Equitable will begin now to amend its 
managers’ and agents’ contracts and the 
new contracts will take effect immedi- 
ately, so that by the first of the year 
when the new law goes into force it will 
be ready and equipped to take up the 
campaign for new business. The Kansas 
City office manager has not yet been ap- 
pointed, though the company is carrying 
on negotiations with prominent business 
men looking toward securing an active 
and competent manager. 





Doing a Large Business 

The Southern States Mutual Life of 
Charleston, W. Va., which commenced 
business in May of this year, has written 
in the neighborhood of one million of 
business, which shows a very substantia] 
growth. The company now has about 
forty agents working in West Virginia 
and is constantly making contracts with 
new agents. 





August Was Slow 

Cleveland life agents complain of 
August as a poor month, and give as a 
reason the absence of a large number of 
people on vacations and the very hot 
weather that prevailed for the greater 
part of the time. One general agent said 
that it was the poorest month he had 
ever had. On the other hand they believe 
that September and the period following 
up to the close of the year will be pro- 
ductive of good results. The general 
business conditions in Cleveland and the

AMONG FRATERNAL’ SOCIETIES 








Fraternal Home Bolters Find Many Ob- 
stacles In Their Efforts to Stir Up 
Trouble Over Reinsurance 





The dissenters among the members of 
the Fraternal Home at Hamilton, Mo., 
which recently entered into a reinsur- 
ance agreement with the Kansas City 
Life, are having a hard row to hoe to get 
organized a new Fraternal Home. The 
circuit court at Hamilton has granted an 
injunction against the reorganizers and 
enjoined them from the use of the mail 
in sending out damaging literature and 
attacking the old officers of the Fraternal 
Home, and another circuit judge has re- 
fused to grant articles of incorporation 
to the new Fraternal Home. The Kansas 
City Life announces that it already has 
received acceptances from a majority of 
the members of the Fraternal Home to 
the reinsurance agreement. 

Mrs. Anna Dahling is suing the Knights 

of the Modern Maccabees at Detroit under 
the policy of her former husband. After 
he had insured, he and his wife were 
divorced. The next year the order adopted 
a rule that benefits could not be paid to 
divorced wives of members. The Dahling 
policy was never changed and Mrs. Dahiing 
contends that the order couid uot abridge 
her right by action taken after the policy 
was issued. 
The Ohio and Wisconsin grand lodges of 
the Ancient Order of United Workmen 
have agreed to the new rates adopted by 
the supreme lodge, effective Oct. 1.

President Scovel Says It Is Not Numbers

Many associations have also 
helped the insurance commissioners in 
their present remarkable movement to ap- 
ply these same familiar laws to the abuses 
that have lately been springing up in the 
form of special board contracts, stock 
schemes and the like. The two special re- 
ports of the Colorado department are of 
great value in this good work. Many as- 
sociations have also taken vigorous steps 
against “twisting,” and to weed out dis- 
reputable agents. 

Our duty to do everything possible to- 
wards rooting out all these evils in the 
field was never so urgent. And all these 

ractical lines of work will strengthen us 
or what lies ahead. This is the secret of 
our growth this year, when, as you know, 
extension was not especially aimed_ at. 
With the dozen new associations in Can- 
ada and at least a half-dozen more in the 
western and southern states, this troub- 
lous, active year bids fair to break all 
records of the National association’s 
growth in numbers and extent.

IN ILLINOIS SURETY 





D. Edward Monroe’s Fine Record with the 
Company Closes—Speculation as to 
the Secretaryship 


The resignation of D. Edward Monroe 
as superintendent of agencies of the IIli- 
nois Surety, announced last week, has 
been accepted by the company and Mr. 
Monroe’s connection with it is at an end. 
This action was predicted by THe West- 
ERN UNDERWRITER when Secretary Stew- 
art left the company. Mr. Monroe being 
in full accord with Mr. Stewart concluded 
to retire shortly after he did. 

Messrs. Blount and Childs are now 
managing the company, although it is be- 
lieved to be only a question of a short 
time until an underwriter is secured, as 
neither of these officers has had experi- 
ence in that part of the business. How- 
ard Abrams, the company’s general agent 
in New York, was in Chicago last week 
and it was thought he was being con- 
sidered for the secretaryship, but he inti- 
mated that such was not the case. Mr. 
Abrams was formerly an assistant secretary 
of the American Bonding Company and 
was later placed in charge of that company’s 
New York city office. A few mouths 
ago he went with the Illinois Surety. He 
is regarded as a high-class surety man, 
has a clean, honorable record and the 
respect of those who know him. 

During his eleven months’ service Mr. 
Monroe appointed about 280 agents for 
the company. Some of these are very 
high-grade men of long experience in the 
business, while the large majority of 
course are agents in small places from 
whom a large business is not expected. 
However, the agents are now sending 
the company upwards of $10,000 a month 
in new premiums. 

Up to the present Mr. Monroe has not 
announced his plans for the future. He 
has several good offers under considera- 
tion, as his successful field work for the 
American Bonding, National Surety and 
Illinois Surety is too well known to com- 
pany officials to permit his services to go 
begging. 





Want to Write Burglary Business 

Some of the fire insurance companies, 
especially the foreign companies, would 
like, if possible, to do burglary insurance 
in connection with their fire business, 
if they can comply with the various state 
laws. It is said to be a very serious 
problem in most states whether a com- 
pany licensed as a fire company can do 
burglary business, and in some cases it 


will be impossible, for the laws are 
against the proposition. It is  ru- 
mored the Prussian National would 


like to take up that line. 





Loss on Depository Bond 


The United States Fidelity & Guaranty 
has been called upon to pay $175,000 un- 
der its depository bond protecting the 
state of Pennsylvania in its deposits in 
the failed Real Estate Trust Company 
of Philadelphia. The bond was for 
$200,000. Fortunately the state had re- 
cently reduced its deposits from $200,000. 
The bonding company expects to re- 
cover a large amount of the loss, when 
the affairs of the trust company are 
settled. 





Hotels Carrying Burglary 


Many of the large hotels are now car- 
rying burglary insurance, the premium 
being calculated at a certain sum a room. 
The higher class hotels carry a stiffer 
rate, owing to the larger values involved. 
Hotels are subjected chiefly to the bell 
boy and sneak thief hazard. 





May Have to Go Into Court 
It may be necessary for the Title 
Guaranty & Surety to go into court to 
secure a desired release from the bonds 
of the members of the Paducah (Ky.) 
police force. Recent damage suits against 
Paducah policemen have imposed heavy 
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losses on the company which decided 
to withdraw. The Fidelity & Deposit is 
willing to take the bonds, but as 
its rate is much higher than that charged 
by the Title Guaranty & Surety, the po- 
lice so far have refused to release the 
latter company from the bonds which 
expire in December. The company has 
served notice that if the release is not 
given by Sept. 12 suit will be entered. 


RATES DEEMED EXPERIMENTAL 








Liability Companies Are Not Able Yet to 
Tell Whether Prices Charged on 
Automobiles Are Correct. 





Companies writing an automobile lia- 
bility-business have not yet gathered suf- 
ficient experience to tell whether the 
present rates are logical and profitable. 
The scale of graded rates, according to 
the number of horse power, is purely ar- 
bitrary. One company, the London, has 
given up the automobile business be- 
cause it sees no profit in it at present 
rates. 

The Standard, tna Life, Travelers 
and Maryland Casualty are the compa- 
nies writing this class and they seem to 
be getting a fair volume. 

The companies formerly had a clause 
eliminating liability where the speed 
limit was being violated, but this proved 
a serious handicap in the sale of policies, 
and it was taken out. 

The claims on automobile accidents 
have not assumed the gravity of those 
where the ordinary liability policy cov- 
ers. In a large number of cases, it is 
shown that the automobilist used all rea- 
sonable care. , 

As time goes on, and the number of 
machines increase, the companies will be 
able to tell whether their rates are cor- 
rect. 

The Automobile Defense Company of 
Janesville, Wis., is attempting to get 
business now, but it only defends suits 
and pays no indemnity. 





Sues the Company 

M. B. Campbell has resigned as district 
agent of the United States Accident As- 
sociation of Detroit at Grand Rapids, 
Mich., and brought suit against the com- 
pany for $5,000. He claims that under 
his contract he was entitled to a com- 
mission on renewals and new business, 
but that the company has ordered sub- 
agents to report directly to the home 
office. He claims that $1,000 is due him 
from these sources. The company claims 
that he is $300 in arrears on collections. 
He says he is ready to pay this when 
the company settles. 





Sue Under Contract Bond 


The C. B. France Investment Company 
of St. Joseph, Mo. has entered suit 
against a contractor named Fred Roth 
and the National Surety Company which 
has bonded Roth. The plaintiff alleges 
that it gave Roth money and securities 
to the amount of $6,103, for which con- 
sideration he was to do certain improve- 
ments and paving for the plaintiff. It is 
alleged that Roth did not fulfill his con- 
tract and has left it unfinished and judg- 
ment is asked against the $9,000 bond 
furnished by Roth by .the National 
Surety.

the same plain or basis in the eyes of 
the company. Where a salaried man- 
ager does not make good, he is imme- 
diately removed. Where a commissioned 
agent does not secure a sufficient volume 
of profitable business, or when his 
agency is shown to be reckless in the 
selection of its risks the company de- 
mands his resignation. I doubt that 
the companies working with salaried 
agents have shown better results than 
those whose agents and managers in 
large cities have been working on com- 
mission basis. 





* * * 


The volume of business secured by 
an agent on a commission basis is 
certainly far greater than that of the 
salaried man. The facts which are 
presented in THe WESTERN UNDER- 
WRITER may be correct, and no doubt 
are correct in so far as the question 
will apply to an agent working on a 
commission basis who did not posess 
the necessary qualities to make up the 
ideal manager. In other words, were 
this to apply to an agent whose sole 
and only object would be to earn his 
commission, but where the agent is 
one who has the welfare of his com- 
pany as well as his own future ad- 
vancement and success at stake, then 
this question cannot apply in the least. 
On the contrary, they are the very re- 
verse. 

The very conditions which are claimed 
to apply to the salaried agent would be 
most important and would apply with 
greater force in the case of the man- 
ager working on a commission basis. 
I would be perfectly willing to place 
the conditions existing in a_ certain 
office where the manager has been in- 
variably working on a commission basis 
against those which apply in any other 
office where the manager has been 
working on a salaried basis, and the 
results would be such as to, no doubt, 
most forcibly convince the writer of 
the comments contained in the article 
above referred to, that his ideas were 
not the correct ones. Time will cer- 
tainly tell, and, according to my ideas, 
the companies will realize that the 
only and most profitable basis on 
which to operate their field depart- 
ments is to employ conscientious, hon- 
est, upright and competent agents and 
is them exclusively on a commission 
asis.

to take advantage of the insurance com- 
pany, in order that the latter may be 
protected against those who are so dis- 
posed. We lay down, in answer to that, 
these propositions: ist—The vast ma- 
jority of people are honest; 2nd—lIt is 
neither just nor expedient to treat the 
vast honest majority as though they were 
not to be trusted, in order to protect the 
insurance company against the very, very 
small minority who are not honest; 3rd 
—There are other ways, effective too, 
to defeat the unjust claims of the latter 
class; and 4th—The insurance policy 
hitherto in vogue has, on the principle 
that like begets like, fostered a disposi- 
tion on the part of the policyholder to 
get the best of the company because he 
has felt that the company has worded its 
policy so as to get the best of him. 

As to the third reason stated for the 
present form—i. e ., the necessity for re- 
stricted coverage because the premium 
paid does not provide for full coverage, 
it is an obvious corollary from it that 
an unrestricted form can be advant- 
ageteously sold, if the premium be made 
sufficiently higher. 


Arguments for Unrestricted Form 


So much for the reason in favor of the 
form heretofore in use, the old form, 
the restricted form—and the lack of real 
reason in them.

The Policyholders League 
has received the following report from a 
Boston attorney that investigated the 
company’s affairs: “From a reliable 
source I[ learn that it is a choice between 
accepting the compromise proposed by 
the company and a receivership. There is 
absolutely no possibility of the company 
continuing in business. I am informed 
that the liabilities of the company are 
about $1,000,000 and its entire assets 
about $600,000. The hope of the company 
is to settle if possible without a receiver- 
ship, and from my experience with re- 
ceiverships a larger dividend would be 
received by compromise than by the ex- 
pense and delay of this proceeding.” 

Austin’s Earthquake Clause 

A few companies have put earthquake 
clauses in their policies since the con- 
flagration. One of them, the Austin of 
Texas, now has a provision reading: 
“This company shall not be liable for 
the damage by fire or otherwise caused 
directly or indirectly by earthquake, hur- 
ricane, cyclone or lightning; but liability 
for direct damage by fire caused by light- 
ning, earthquake or cyclone, may be as- 
sumed by specific agreement hereto at- 
tached, provided the required premium 
for same is paid.” 

German of Peoria’s Course 

Secretary Charles Cremer of the Ger- 
man of Peoria is still here in charge of 
the company’s adjustments. There is 
a general disposition on part of claim- 
ants to compromise at 50 percent or less, 
as that is all the company can pay. Much 
of its liability has been gotten rid of. 
The Cremers practically own the com- 
pany and hence have had to bear almost 
the entire burden. 

Little Opposition Has Developed 

Thus far there has developed little 
opposition to the Firemans Fund plan 
looking to the rehabilitation of the com- 
pany. The larger policyholders are a 
unit in agreeing to accept half coin and 
half stock for their claims and have with 
few exceptions given power of attorney 
to the Policyholders League to effect this 
purpose. Unanimity in this action will 
enable the old company to reestablish 
both itself and the Home Fire and 
Marine. The new Firemens Fire cor- 
poration having served the purpose of a 
makeshift will then be taken over by 
the Firemans Fund. 

Both the scheme and its energetic 
prosecution is due principally to the 
efforts of Second Vice-president and 
Marine Secretary J. B. Levison, who has 
worked night and day among the credi- 
tors to arrive at an honorable settle- 
ment. The affairs of the company since 
the recent catastrophe have been con- 
ducted with praiseworthy and admirable 
ability, the only possible blunder being 
the avowal sometime since of President 
Dutton that the company would be able 
to pay no more than seventy-five cents 
on the dollar. It was recognized that 
if the corporation was to proceed on its 
flying the flag of perfect good faith 
some means had to be found to provide 
every dollar properly due to the loss 
claimants. 

Expediency Sometimes Justifiable 

There are possibly some features in 
the reorganization and settlement of the 
relations between the old and the new 





companies which do not look justifiable 
except on the one ground of expediency, 
but expediency is sometimes the highest 
available means of avoiding a worse 
disaster than would be the result of its 
nonoperation. It takes very unusual 
measures to save a cargo when the ship 
is in the height of a monsoon and this 
was evidently the view of the majority 
of those who are directly interested in 
directing the financial course of the two 
companies. No one, however, should 
for an instant have wavered in the de- 
termination to honestly meet every dol- 
lar of liability. 
Praise Royal and Queen 

The example of the Royal and Queen 
which sustained losses aggregating 
$6,000,500 in the recent fire and yet will 
erect a costly building and stay by the 
city is worthy of emulation and busi- 
ness men are giving them warm support. 
The Royal prior to the completion of its 
new building will occupy temporary 
quarters on Sansome street near Pine.

Md.; Traders; Transatlantic; United 
States Fire; Rhine & Moselle; Austrian 
Pheenix. 

Of these, the Dutchess Fire, newly or- 


ganized, succeeds the old Dutchess. The 
Mereantile F. & \M. reinsured its lia- 
bility but continued in the field. The 


Firemens Fund corporation succeeds to 
the old company. The Cosmopolitan is 
the offspring of the North German of 
New York and the New Jersey Fire of 
the Security of Maryland. 


The use of the electrical flour bleach- 
ing process is rapidly coming into use 
in the larger flouring mills of the coun- 
try, and special requirements have been 
established for the installation of the 
apparatus used in connection with the 
system, in full compliance with the 
rules of the National Electrical Code as 
follows: 

ELECTRICAL REQUIREMENTS. 

First. All electrical apparatus used 
in connection with any electrical flour 
bleaching process must be installed in 
the same inclosure, whether located out- 
side the mill building, in room _ built 
specially for the purpose, or inside of 
the mill building or power plant, in 
rooms built to comply with the rules 
and requirements given below; and all 
electrical apparatus must be installed 
in full compliance with the rules and 
requirements of the National Electrical 
Code and the following special require- 
ments: ; 

Seconp. Dynamos and motors shall 
be set in metal pans sufficiently large to 
catch all grease droppings and any 
sparks which may be thrown off. — 

(a) Transformers and spark coils, 
when immersed in oil, shall be located 
in metal pans. 

(b) The terminal blocks on dynamos 
and motors shall be made of fireproof 
insulating material. 

(c) Switchboards shall be constructed 
of slate or marble, and shall be sup- 
ported on iron frame work. 

(d) All wires used must be rubber 
covered and shall be carried on porce- 
lain cleats or knobs. For three hun- 
dred (300) volts or less, wires shall be 
spaced :2% inches, and not less than 
eight (8) inches when the voltage ex- 
ceeds 300 volts. No wire smaller than 
No. 14 B. & S. gauge shall be used, 
and when the voltage exceeds 300 volts, 
wires shall not be smaller than No. to 


: . gatige. 

(e) All joints shall be properly sol- 
dered and taped. 

(f) All movable connections, such as 
connections to the upper electros of the 
Alsop apparatus, must be made with 
stranded wire. ' 

Tnuirp. When the inclosure contain- 
ing the electrical apparatus is lighted 
by incandescent lamps, fuseless rosettes, 
rubber-covered lamp cord and_fiber- 
lined sockets must be used. 

(a) When the current is brought in 
from outside sources, each wire must 
be protected by lightning arrester lo- 
cated outside the building. 

(b) At the point where the wire 
enters the building the main fises mst 
be installed in tight iron fuse box. The 
wire must enter the box through either 
the top or sides, and must be nro- 
tected at these points by porcelain 
bushings. 

FourtH. The pipe conducting the 
zas to the bleachine reel, or agitator. 
must have an insulating section near the 
machine producing the gas, or not less 
than two feet of rubber hose: and the 
section of pipe between fhe rubber hose 





and bleaching reel, or agitator, shall be 
thoroughly grounded. 

Firtu. A wire gauze strainer must 
be inserted in the pipe between the 
electrodes and the pump or fan, and 
close to the gas generating machine, to 
prevent any incandescent particles that 
may be thrown off by the electrodes 
from entering the pipe conducting the 
gas to the bleaching reel or agitator. 
ReEQuiRED CONSTRUCTION OF INCLOSURES. 

First.. If the electrical apparatus be 
located in brick, stone or frame build- 
ing, attached to the mill building, the 
interior woodwork containing same 
must be lined with one-eighth inch as- 
bestos, the floor made of cement ‘and 
all openings leading to the mill pro- 
tected by fire doors. 

Seconp. If the electrical apparatus 
be located in power plant used in con- 
nection with the mill, the apparatus 
need not be _ specially inclosed, but 
must be accessible from all sides. 

Turmp. If the electrical apparatus be 
installed in mill building, or addition 
operated in connection with the mill 
(excepting power plant), the room con- 
taining the electrical apparatus must 
be both fire and dust proof. If built 
of wood, must be sheathed inside with 
surfaced and matched lumber to mgke 
it as nearly dustproof as possible and 
furnishing a smooth surface for the 
asbestos lining. Floor must be made 
of cement and the walls and ceiling 
lined with not less than one-eighth of an 
inch asbestos absolutely covering all the 
woodwork. Power to be brought into 
the inclosure by shaft only. The pul- 
ley attached to the shaft driving the 
electrical apparatus must be located out- 
side the room containing the apparatus. 

FourtH. If the dynamo and other 
electrical apparatus used in connection 
with the process be completely enclosed 
in a dustproof iron casing and the bot- 
tom of same constructed so as to allow 
an air space of three inches between 
it and the floor, no other special in- 
closure is required for its installation. 


While the average agent is fully alive 
to the requirements of companies as 
regards the caution that should be ex- 
ercised in order to prevent fires, a list 
of the cardinal suggestions should prove 
of value for constant observance, and 
they are given herewith: 

1. A large part of the fire waste of 
this country is directly due to untidy 
conditions and other faults of man- 
agement. Heavy losses naturally in- 
crease cost of insurance. A careful in- 
spection of your entire premises daily 
will assist in bringing about a lower 
insurance cost. 

2. Ashes should be kept in metal re- 
ceptacles and never in paper or wooden 
barrels or boxes. 

3. Oily rags or waste should be kept 
in standard metal waste cans and con- 
tents removed and burned each night. 

4: Rubbish should never be allowed 
to accumulate in buildings. 

5. Spittoons should be made of metal 
and never contain sawdust and other 
combustible material. 

6. Gasoline, naphtha and other volatile 
oils should not be kept in building. 

7. Gas brackets should have stiff fix- 
tures; where necessary to use swinging 
brackets all exposed woodwork should 
be protected with sheet metal, leaving 
an air space. Metal bells should be 
placed over gas jets on low ceilings. 

Steam pipes should be kept clear 
from all wood and other combustible 
material. 

9. Open flue holes should be protected 
with sheet iron, or better, bricked up. 

10. Electricity, when improperly in- 
stalled, is hazardous; see that your cer- 
tificate of approval covers the entire 
installation; lamp cords should not be 
hung on nails or wrapped around any 
piping; paper shades should never be 
used. 

11. Stove pipes should be run direct 
to brick chimneys and never through 
floors or partitions; protect floors un- 
der and about stoves with brick, cement 
or sheet metal. 

12. Stairways should be kept clean 
at all times; never place any stock 





——— 


or shelving on stairs. 

13. Aisles of good width should be 
maintained at all times; never pile stock 
in front of windows or against doors, 
= it handicaps the firemen in case of 
re. 

14. Fire doors and shutters should 
be closed every night, and stock should 
never be placed so as to hinder the 
ready closing of these fire stops. 

15. See that all fire extinguishers are 
in good working order. 

16. Paper or rags saturated with 
printers’ ink will produce spontaneous 
combustion. 

17. Damp lamp black will sponta- 
neously ignite. So will pulverized coal 
and charcoal when damp.
